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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group III, claims 11-12 in the reply filed on 
03/18/09 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the claims in groups I- 
VI require common elements and do not require an additional search. This is not found 
persuasive because the search is based on different classifications of each group and 
constitute an undue burden in that the search for one of the inventions do not involve a 
search of the others and no error in the reasons for the requirement has been pointed 
out by Applicant . 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
In the case if the claims in group III are in condition for allowance, then group IV should 
be rejoined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wu et 
al (5728801 ) or WO 00/55927 or WO 02/26859 or WO 03/000773 or EP 1 31 0539, they 
are of record on 1449. 

Wu discloses a copolymer composition comprising the first unit, corresponds to 
the claimed formula (Ir), and the second unit, corresponds to the claimed formula Ar2. 
(see Abstract; col. 2, line 5 et seq in that n=0-4= claimed n+1 and Ar=Ar1; 
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WO 00/55927 discloses the claimed copolymer (see page 49, claim 44; claims 
46-47, 49, 51,52,53, and 60); 

WO 02/26859 discloses a polymer comprising a region having a conjugated 
backbone capable of transporting charge carriers, and having the claimed formula (see 
page 3); 

WO 03/000773 discloses a polymer comprising a first repeat unit having the 
claimed formula (Ir) (see Abstract; page 5, formula (1), (6-7) and a second unit which is 
a substituted or unsubstituted, aryl or heteroaryl group (see page 6, first paragraph) to 
form the copolymer (formulae 8-9) and in the claims; 

EP 1310539 discloses a polymer having the claimed formula (see page 
26, lines 15-25, [0167]; [0174]; [0178][0182], and in the claims.)
